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(57) Abstract: A system and method for managing peer to peer traf- 
fic. The method includes: identifying a peer to peer request and in 
response providing at least one address of a peer to peer server within 
a cluster that is adapted to service peer to peer requests. The system 
includes a cluster of peer to peer servers; and a first device adapted to 
identify a peer to peer request and to provide at least one address of a 
peer to peer server within the cluster. 
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
